The rain is the ordi- 
nary rain of winter, which, to my miad, is 
the most dismal shape in which winter ever 
f from the — clouds, It ere 
knows scarcely any intermission. A subor- 
dinate member of a Turkish mussioa, that 
several years ago visited London in the win- 
ter, described England on bis return home, 
it is said, as The Land of Cmbrellas,“ Ine 
appellation was worthy of the head of the 

ssion. As for the fog, it seems to be an 
ordipery fog, thickened avd grimed by the 
smoke und goot of the vast city. If no other 
fog in the world is so dense and foul asa Lon- 
don fog it, perhaps, is only because no other 
‘city in the world 1s 60 vast as London. Every- 
thing extraordinary about the tog appears to 
arise from sheer vastness of the 
city it envelopes, It descends, 
On an ave „ nearly every other day 
in November, generally appearing about dawn 
and disappearing toward noon, though some- 
times reappearing later in the day. Whilst it 
lasts, the lights are al) lighted, as at night. 
Its density is continually varying, being now 
sogreat that the lights are not visible from 
one side of a narrow street to the other, and 
now so slight that the signs may be casily 
read at the same distance.

Missouri Calling for the Merci- 
less Extermination of 
Masked Assassins. 


SOUTHERN SENTIMENT. 


{From the St. Lvuls Republican, April 8.} 

A WORD TOSOUTHERN PEOPLE. 
We copied 3 ſrom the Macon (Ga.) 
Telegraph and Messenger the story of a most 
barbarous murder of a quict man living near 
Macon, by a company of disguised men. The 
act was attended by circumstances of almost 
inconceivable — the victim was flogged, 
flayed, and then burned. The commission of 
such a frightful crime would be incredible, 
were it not vouched for by one of the most 
respectable and — . journals in the 
South, itself a faithful and intelligent repre- 
sentative of Southern sentiment, and fearless 
friend of the Southern people, 

Such outrages as this can have but one 
effect, and that is to Invite the vengeance of 
the Federal Government, not upon the au- 
thors of the crime, but upon the whole South- 
ern people. It matters not that such crimes 
are rare and exceptional, and that they are 
condemned by res vectaple communities at 
the South; one act alone, like this, is enou zh 
to inflame Northern feeling, and provoke a 
Congressional: Kuklux bill. Waen this narra- 
tive reaches Washington, it will be brandish~ 
ed, like a raw-h bloody bones, 
in the halle of Congress by the advocates of 
proscriptive enforcement bills; Butler will 
jeap to the leadership of his party 
agaln, ou the strength of an event whith * will 

r as a vindigation of his policy; 
and the dominant party will at once pass au 
act to visit the penalty of this one crime upon 
whole communities of innocent and suffering 
people. It docs not matter that the Ku- 
kruxes of the South have the same origin as 
the Fenians in LIreland—tnoe oppression ot a 
distant government; and that such murders 
as this committed near Macon are, like the 
widvight assassipations of landiords in Ire- 
iand, the expression of malignant resentm ut 
agaicst a government policy which outlaws 
the native-born intelligence and worth of the 
land, and favers offensive and hated inter- 
lopers, whose very presence is a reminder ot 
subjugation. This is a great and states uanly 
view of the subject that the 1 party 
at Washing tou do not and will not take; they 
point only to the isolated outrages in the 
Southern States, falsely accredit them to the 
revived spirit of the rebellion, aud forthwith 
proceed to meet them with additional re- 
pressive measuers, which only harass the 
cones poopie: and provoke more out- 

of the same sort.

duty to perform in this matter, and that is to 
imitate the examples set by a body of ex- 
Confederate soldiers under Gen. Stephen D. 

Lee, at Brooksville, Miss., a few years ago. 
A party of M men, assuming to regu- 

late affairs in that vicinity, had committed 
outrages upon peaceable citizens without 
warrant Of law, and the regular authorities 
seemed unable to reach them by ordinary 
processes, The disorders were threatening 
to provoke military vengeance upon the en- 
tire community, when Lee, with a 
party of his old comrades, organ- 
ized, bunted down the des yeradoes, hung one 
of them without judge or — and drove the 
others from the country. By this sammary 
proceeding security was restored, and milita- 
ry interference averted. If the ple of every 
community ion which a lawless violence is em- 
mitted would meet it with some similar action 
to this—if they would hunt down the disguis- 
ed authors of it and briag them surely to the 
penalty of their local laws, they would do more 
to save themselves from congressional enforce- 
went bills, and military interference, than 
could be effected by reams of constitutional 
argument. The masked desperadoes in the 
South, who visit the houses of citizens at 
night, to threaten, intimidate, and assassinate 
them, are no friends of the Southern people: 

they are their worst enemies. They commit 
crimes, oud leave inboceat communities to 
sufler the pevalty. They assume to repre- 
sent, and to act in the name of Southern feel- 
ing, ‘only to invite measureless woes u pon the 
whole white population of the South. They 

deserve nothing from the Southern people but 
merciless extermination, for they are, im 
truth, purveyors to Radicalism and ſoes to 
Southeru peace and security. 


Indian Oatrages.

A ppalling _Condition of Affairs in 
outh Carolina. 

Frcema pi ia — from a South Carolina dy. 

I cannot forbear allud to the evils which 
the present tax syatem of our State entails 
upon landholders. Thousands are either on 
the brink of ruin or are barely ab'e to provide 
their families with the necessities of lite. My 
son's place of 28,000 acres, most of which is a 
swamp 2 incapable of cultivation, is now 
assessed 2 acre, and the tax this year 
amounted to 8 In old times Bs 8 oul 
$8. M——y, which brings Mr. in $28 
per anuum, 18 taxed nearly $300. Another 
plantation, formerly taxed $3 50, now has to 

poy 80. and another pays over 3300, in tien 

We would gladly — these lands 
to the State at the valuati 1 * n them, 
but are cooily told that the State will not give 
over fifty cents per acre for them, as that is 
all they are worth.“ From the small sum re- 
maining from the sale of our house in —, 
about $1,200, I have been 8 to draw $500 
to pey taxes. My husband has been trying 
b to collect small sums owing him, to less- 
en, if possible, the burden of taxation, but 
with small success. All our neighbors and 
friends appear to be in the same predicament. 
All are leaving their other debts uupaid to 
pay the outrageous taxes imposed upoa them 
by the State. 

South Carolina is in a deplorable condition. 
Plantations unoccupied by their owners are 
taken possession of by negroes and the 
houses ye ge by them. Tue latter pay no 
rent, and will not leave when they are bidden, 
and, as they have no money, it is useless to 
aitempt legal proceedings against them, 
Furthermore, they will not work if they can 
help it. Hundreds of planters say they will 
nt sgain pay the unjust taxes that are pow 
extorted irom them, They even threaten 
armed resistance unless some change for the 
better takes place. The ne would have 

iven us notrouble if they not been sub- 
Fectea to the eviliufluence of the incendiary 
etbaggers, who are fattening at the peo- 
ple s expense. This is no overdrawn picture 
of our wy aud I think the people of the 
North ought to know how much we suffer. It 
costs more hes the net proceeds of a crop at 
resent prices to run a plantation, and land 
4 — to de sold at a sacrifice to meet 
the taxes. When the land is all gone we sball 
be cast penniless upon the world.

This description, though glowing, stands 
mm need of amendment. The Vice-Presi- 
dent, hke most of the Northern people, 
proceeds without instruction. The carpet- 
bagger is an adventurer who came to the 
South in quest ot booty, and, expecting to 
be supported by force of arms, has pursued 
the enterprise that brought him, without 
much regard to decency. The scalawag is 
the native cheat, who was loud for seces- 
sion when the enterprise seemed to be 
promising, who tell on the other side 
when the tide turned, and who has made 
himself officious as a persecutor ever since 
the war.

The 
government of Kentucky, whatever its im- 
perfections may be, is stable and responsi- 
ble, based upon constitutional principles 
and supported by the people. Not only 
are carpet-baggers and scalawags un- 
known, but the terms are unheard. The 
terms and the things they signify belong 
to the fungus systems set up in the South 
by Congress, and held together, not by 
organic or even recognized laws, but by 
bayonets. Thus, in order to understand 
the case, one must understand the situa- 
tion, and all the peculiarities and ingredi- 
ents that enter into it and make it up.

What would be the result? What 


would Mr. Cotrax say? Would not an 


abridgment of the prerogatives of Amer- 
ican citizenship be applied in «the 
form of an equipment of tar and other eon 
diments of a reformatory character? There 
is a mit at least in a case of this sort, 
as the reader will readily admit, to the 
freedom of speech, thought and action. 

Reverse the picture, and we have an 
exact copy of the reality with which the 
South has been afflicted, only intensified 
in its circumstances. 

Human nafure, as we have repeatedly 
tried to show, is the same everywhere. A 
new comer in a community must try and 
make fair weather with the people if he 
expects to get on. He must not look for 
much confidence or assistance. He must 
be amiable m his deportment. He must 
keep acivil tongue in his mouth. No 
matter who he is, no matter whence he 
comes, he is a stranger who has to work 
his way, and he can only work his way, 
whether he comes from the North or goes 
from the South, by modesty of carriage, 
sobriety of language and natural kindli- 
ness Of disposition. 

The adventurers who followed in the 
wake of the Federal armies, or were after- 
wards tempted by the progress of reor- 
ganization in the Southern States, were 
sot persons of this description. They 
came with nothing. They demanded ev- 
erything. Their commission was a vague 
and general assertion of a “ loyalty” 
which their whole bearing either gainsaid 
or disgraced. Their conduct was imtoler- 
erable. They began by denouncing 
the cause and the people of the South and 
they usually ended by proving to be thor- 
ough vagabonds. Yet they were held up 
by the military, and if one of them failed 
to get into Congress he managed to become 
a sheriff or judge, or at least a revenue of- 
ficia), and so the entire control ot affairs 
passed into their hands, Can any one 
wonder that they were hated? Look at 
them in Congress—such scamps as Wurr- 
TEMORE and such accidents as WARNER— 
and say whether the detestation in which 
they are held, as ill-natured and unsightly 
frauds, is not reasonable. : 

Their success produced another class. 

The more abandoned type of native saw 
and grew envious of the easy game 0; 
loyalty being played by these vagrants 
rom the North. So he turned loyalist 
too, and, of a sudden, grew immensely pa- 
triotie and proscriptive, abusing his neigh - 
bors, bey ing all his antecedents, and 
otherwise disgusting the common sense 
and decent notions of propriety which 
prevail not less in one region than in an- 
other. The term carpei- bagger came 
to be applied in the one instance, and 
“scalawag”’ in the other, to signify the lit- 
tleness and worthlessness of the two 
classes, and to express the contempt ot 
honest people. Like all epithets, they are 
more or less vulgar and descriptive. But, 
as far as rudeness of speech is ever justifia- 
ble, they are both accurate and merited. 

Mr. Corrax must try it again. His 
words are merely hifalutin chaff. He 
either knows not of what de speaks, or 
else is wantonly obtuse to the ordinary 
emotions of justice and the ordinary 
teachings of common sense, 


Fair and Foul. 

The world grows no wiser in matters of 
the heart as it grows older; It has pro- 
gressed in science, politics and art. Many 
of its most cherished material and religious 
delusions have become exploded. Even 
its stomach has received a degree of cul- 
ture which secures it against the danger- 
ous and peculiar dietary system that re- 
joiced and affhcted the Egyptians and the 
Greeks. But the organ of sentiment seems 
to have gained scant enlargement with the 
troublous experience of the centuries. 
Men and women are as weak in their 
aflections to-day as they were in the days 
ot ANTony and CLEOPATRA; and all the 
iHustrations and all the moral teachings of 
the folly of wregularity with respect to the 
relation of the sexes, are hlown away hike 
chan before the breath of that passion 
which, though only divine when it is vir. 
tuous and sanctified by law, is always 
powerlul and exciting. 

No intelligent reader can have followed 
the proceeedings of the murder trial re- 
printed in these columns from the San 
Francisco papers, during the last week, 
without being impressed by a transaction 
which, old as it is in kind, is quite inexpli- 
cabie by help of any of the ordinary rules 
of human conduct. There is a mysterious 
conventionalism in such cases, and notably 
im. this, which baffles calculation. The 
details are abundant and clear enough to 
complete a story, which, though common- 
place, is of ever-absorbing interest; and we 
have the usual medley of contradictory 
motives and actiens, that, when elaborated 
in fiction, with poetic earnestness and 
psychological skill, give a certain unnatural 
and corrupting latitude to occurrences in 
real life which would otherwise have little 


pects. GoETHE and AUERBACH, GEORGE 
Sanp and Dumas, fis, Brron, BULWER; 
and HAWTHORNE, each in a different way, 
have contributed to the morbid imagina- 
tion of modern society much that is 
started in the fancy by a tragedy like that 
which just now excites the good people of 
California. There are persons who look 
with a sort of compassion—a dreamy and 
sentimental gush of tenderness that would 
puzzle them to explain—upon the man 
who was murdered and the woman who 
did the murder, quite forgetful of the real 
victims, the injured wife and children; and, 
in a day or two, we may look for some 
rare bits of clap-trap rhetoric and maudlin 
eloquence in behalf of a shrewd, volup- 
tuous, and golden-baired syren, who en- 
tered into a desperate speculation, lost, and 
avenged her disappointed lust for money 
by the blood of her companion in guilt, 
not, by any means, her betrayer. 

It appears that, when the war began 
ALEXANDER P. CRITTENDEN was an emi- 
nently successful lawyer in San Francis- 
co. He bore à name distinguished in the 
annals of his country. He was turned of 
the age of early manhood, the father of a 
family, and a citizen of unblemished 
character and integrity. He refused to 
take the test-oath prescribed for attorneys 
by the partisan exactions of the times, 
and, being thrown out of practice in con- 
sequence, was made manager of a mining 
company on a large salary. This took 
him to Virginia City, and here he met 
Mrs. Farr. In those days life in Nevada 
could not have possessed many at- 
tractions to a steady, respectable man, who 
had been used to a comfortable domestic 
circle anda cultivated society. It was not 
unnatural, therefore, that Mr. CRITTENDEN 
should have been pleased with Mrs. Farr, 
who is represented to be a woman of more 
than average gifts, natural and ac- 
quired, How the intimacy began, 
and when snd where it fell into evil courses, 
are points which have not appeared thus 
far. But it is not difficult to conjecture 
that the man, who in such cases is always 
the victim, became more or leas depend- 


and that he was brought 


ent ppon the woman; that he did not seek 
the only sure remedy for loneliness and 18- 
olation, that is, the presence of his tamily, 
for the time, 
wholly under the influence of temptation. 
Without defending his conduct at all, it is 
to be remembered that our code of morals 
on this point is very loose, and that respon- 
sibility is placed with the female. Mrs. 
Farr was not a young girl. She knew 


that Mr. CRITTENDEN was a married 
man. If she plotted to disturb his house- 
hold relations, or to become his wife her- 


self,she was guilty of a shameless and 


| unwomanly conspiracy. Seduced, in the 


ordinary meaning of the term, she could 
not be; for, under all the circumstances, 
the seduction must have been just 
the other way. Thus Mr. Crrrrenpey, 
a man who had much to lose, found him- 
self compromised with a woman, who, if 
accounts be true, had nothing to lose.

the house which was occupied by Mrs. 
Farr; and, the very day of the murder, 
they dined together. Mr. CRITTENDEN’S 
family had been in the East and were ex~ 
pected to return that afternoon. He went 
to meet them. So did Mrs. Farr. And, 
on the ferryboat, she delivered the fatal 
shot whilst the newly-arrived wife leaned 
upon the arm of her husband and his 
children were near about him. She was 
very cool; made no effort to escape; 
promptly admitted the act; and was con- 
veyed to prison, where she experienced 
sundry manifestations of rational nervous 
excitement. 

The conduct of Mr. CRITTENDEN 
throughout was inconsistent. If he meant 
to get a divorce from his wife and to marry 
Mrs: Fam, why did he threaten to remove 
her from his house by force? If he did 
not, how shall ‘we account for his subse- 
quent proceeding? There is a ready way 
of saying that a man is bewitched, and 
another that he is deliberately treacherous. 
But neither harmonizes with Mr. CrirTen- 
DEN’s character. He was a solid and 
sensible man, and, in every other relation 
of life, showed himself upright and reli- 
able. The delinquency we leave Ww the 
speculation of those who are curious 
enough to pursue it. 

Mrs. Farr bas had four husbands and is 
still a young and pretty woman. There is 
not much room for doubt as to her motive. 
She was dazzled by CRITTENDEN’s name 
and fortune; plotted to secure them; and, 
Lavirg devoted yeats to the purpose and 
made all the sacrifices she could to achieve 
it, the prospeot of failure so exasperated 
her that she resolved on murder, and did 
actually execute it. 

To the extent of extreme passion all 
murder is madness. But in this cage it 
was very deliberately arranged and coolly 
carried out, and if the criminal is not con- 
victed it will be on account of a mock 
sentument at variance with true morality. 
The court is not trying Mr. CaItTENDEN. 
Whatever wrong he did, and he wronged 
his own family infinitely more than he 
wronged Mrs. Farr, he has expiated with 
his life. His case is now made up. It is 
finished. The present case is murder. 
The prisoner is a wretched adventuress, 
who wrought her own destruction and the 
destruction of the man she pretended to 
love, but did not. She merely aspired 
atter him. Disappointment may have 
excited her. Delay may have made her 
morbid. But it is absurd to call such a 
sentiment love, or to dignify it by any 
feeling than that of contempt. The 
vanity of men is easily deceiv- 
ed by it. But women like Mrs. 
Fam are incapable of any genuine or 
wholesome affection.- They are by nature 
cold, false, and unsteady; never satisfied by 
the admiration of a single man; seldom 
sincere in their professions of attachment 
or passion; skillful in dissimulation; tor- 
ever pining tor the impossible; taithless 
as wives, unruly as daughters, and cruel 
un Auel, lu „ word. they are fit only 
for treasons, stratagems, and spuils, pro- 
ducimg under one condition a LUCRETIA 
Bore, under another condition a Lapy 
MacBETH, and, as commonly rendered in 
real lite, a LAURA Farr. 

Experience, however, as we observed, is 
unavailing. The strongest man may be 
duped by the silliest strumpet and is the 
certain prey ofany adroit woman who 
has a mind to go for him. When will 
the world come to understand and admit 
that in matters of the heart the weaker 
party is not the party that defends but 
the party that assails the citadel of chasti- 
ty, which is always able to hold i's own 
when it wants to? 


The New York Sun concludes a 
leading editorial article with this: The 
great trouble with GRANT, said one of the 
‘foremost Republican statesmen of Penn- 
sylvania not mapy months since, ‘is that 
everywhere except in a camp he is a 
damned fool.’” That foremost Republican 
statesman of Pennsylvania should learn to 
give utterance to his well-known historical 
facts in language a little less prolane.

The large fire across the river Saturday night, 

about 12 o'clock, destroyed several houses be- 

longing to Henry and John Beutel, on the 

Charlestown road, one mile beyond Jefferson- 

ville. They copsi:ted of. a of 

— rooms, a grocery, pamt and blacksmith 

shop 

Poly Heckersrmith, who has just teen pardon- 

ed out of the penitentiary. is suspected a+ the 
incendlary—be baving been heard to make 
toreats againet Henry Beutel, who was tusiru- 
mental in his corviction of larceny four 
years ago. 
It was clearly the work of an incené@iary, asi 
was set Ore in three alff-rent pleces—first the 
main dwelling, than tetween the biack#mith 
sbop and paint shop, and again on one side of the 
stable. Atthetime the fire broke out a high 
wiod was raging, and, on account of the dis- 
tance of the plsee from town, the bailatngs 
were entirely atthe mercy of the flames, and 
cons‘ quently suffered total dest: uction, except- 
ing only the stable, which showed plainly where 
an attempt had been mad to fire it also. 

The entire contents of the house, furniture, 
bedding, clocks, ect., with lew excep.lons, were 
totaily destroyed. 

Mr. Beutel, Sr., had fovr wagons iu the wagon 
shop, a lotof wheels, springs, tools and other 
altteles of stock, which were mostiy destreyed. 

Three dogs were burned to death, being un- 
able to get out of the premises. 

There was insurance on the premises to the 
amount of $2,400, apportioned as follows: Hart- 
ford Insurance Company, $1,C00 on the baliding 
occupied as a grocery and dwelling; Lorillard, 
of New York, 850000 wagon shop, biacksmith 
shop end tools: International, of New York, $900 
on goods, kitchen, furniture and stable. 

A crazy man pamed Burns, living in New Al- 
bany, vas arrested subsequ nily, supposed to 
bat committed ibe arson, but he was afterward 
released, 

This makes four fires whicb occurred iu Jeffer- 
sonville on Saturdays: — 4 the burning of the

A SINGULAR SUICIDE. 


Kentuckian Throws Himself in 
Front of a Locomotive at Iadias- 
— and as Cut to Pieces. 

‘The Indtmnapolis Eveaing News of Friday say 
tbat just before the St. Louis express,on the 
Terre . Heute, railroad 


valise and in the ot era shawl. Just as the train 
beganto get tn motion, and while still in the de- 
pot, de was seen to drop his va- 
ltse and ehbawl, give a sort of groan 
or exciamation of some kind, stoop a 
little and plunge headforemost under the en- 
gine, between the forward trucks and the drive- 
wheel.

The engine was reversed and the t:ain stopped 
within four feet trom the place where the man 
fell. The body was pulled out and taken to the 
Surgical Institute, where death followei within 
two or three minutes after its ariival. 

From 2 found uven the person of the de- 
ceased, his name was ascertained to be D. R 
Burbank, of Henderson, Ky. A watcb, one hun- 
Gred and seventeen dollars in money, and a 
check from Evapesvilie to Bos on, Mass., were 
found upoa his person, together with some le- 
ters, a memorandum-bvook and other small arti- 
ces. 

His remains were taken tm charge by Mr. 
Kregelo, undertaker, the coroner. nouded and 
jury impenelsd, which completed its work at 
noon. The evidence at the inquest was sub- 
S\aniially in eceordagce with the above state- 
ment. Hearrived ia this city yesterday ip il 
health, and was goirg East for treatment. One 
of the witnesses who knew deceased, testi- 
fed that he saw bim yesterday, and that 
then be appeared greatly depressed in spirit, and 
‘it 15 suppored that he deliberately committed 
suicide in the manner above described. The 
verdict of the jury was to that effect. He ut- 
tered bot a word after the fatal plunge.
